families that found it 
inconvenient to collect 
and transport their recy¬ 
clable material to the des¬ 
ignated location in town. 

Wittal says town admin¬ 
istration is investigating 
the idea of a trailer, with 
several compartments 
carrying each category of 
recyclable material, and 
determining if it can be 
done on a cost-recovery 
basis. 

A small fee, which is 
presently undetermined, 
would result in each pick¬ 
up. 

The trailer would be led 
by volunteer drivers who 
would work on a rotating 
schedule, if the idea 
comes into effect, said 
Wittal. 

Another recycling issue 
in Didsbury is the con¬ 
tamination of green bin 
pickups. 

Olds College, which 
receives the compost 
loads from Didsbury, 
does not tolerate the 
presence of plastic. A 
truck that was found to 
have plastic in its com¬ 
postable load was reject¬ 
ed by Olds College, and 
redirected to the landfill 
site three months ago. 

Since then, the town 
instituted a ride-along, 
where each bin would be 
checked for contamina¬ 
tion prior to collection. 

Violators of the no-plas¬ 
tic policy are tagged and 
kept on record. 

“Those people will be 
dealt with eventually 
through one form or 
another,” said Mountain 
View Waste Management 
Commission board mem¬ 
ber and town councillor 
Ernie Ryckman. He says 
repeat offenders will 
receive a service fee that 
will be tacked on to their 
utility bill. 

Offenders of the green 
bin program are estimat¬ 
ed to be at about five per 
cent. 

“(This) tells me that the 
majority of people have 
bought into the program 
really well,” he said. 

Green bin pickups have 
been as high as 35 tonnes 


a week, but t he average is 
approximately 21 tonnes 
a week. 

In the winter months, 
the pickup rate will be 
reduced to once a month. 

The town’s recycle bin 
has also been a point of 
concern, said Wittal. 

According to the town, 
the last ten to twelve con¬ 
tainers have gone directly 
to the landfill site rather 
than for compost purpos¬ 
es. 

“Even though there are 
signs, ‘no plastic, grass 
and leaves only’ - they 
throw bags in there and 
big branches, and that all 
goes to the landfill site. 
We need to address that 
next year as well,” said 
Ryckman. 

Wittal says he would 
like to institute a program 
that has been successful 
in the Town of Olds, 
which involves the place¬ 
ment of grass and leaf 
bins in residential areas, 
rather than one central 
bin. 

Also being considered 
as a way to improve the 
town's waste manage¬ 
ment is the implementa¬ 
tion of a bylaw that would 
cut down on waste from 
construction sites. 

The proposed bylaw 
would see each site con¬ 
tain a numbers of con¬ 
tainers, including among 
them: one for plastic, 
wood without nails, and 
general waste. 

A similar bylaw is being 
used in the town of 
Canmore. 

Didsbury exceeded the 
amount of waste that was 
transported to the landfill 
site in 2006, halfway 
through 2007, said 
Ryckman. 

“In checking with staff, 
they believe that the 
majority of the increase 
was due to construction 
waste." 

The town is meeting 
with developers to dis¬ 
cuss the potential for an 
increase in off-site levies, 
as well as the proposed 
bylaw involving the dis¬ 
card of construction 
materials Dec. 5.

A few months ago, Albertans learned that the gov¬ 
ernment had hired private investigators to spy on 
landowners and other concerned citizens who attend¬ 
ed public meetings of the Alberta Energy and Utilities 
Board (EUB) at a transmission line hearing in Rimbey 
and at a hearing in Redwater on the North West 
Upgrader. 

The EUB spy scandal has made it clear that there 
are big problems with Alberta’s energy and utilities 
regulatory system. When the government spies on its 
own citizens - citizens w ho are only trying to express 
their concerns with regard to proposed power lines 
and other utilities that could impact their quality of 
life - the system is badly broken. 

But instead of fixing the problem, the government 
has drafted Bill 46, which puts new restrictions on 
concerned Albertans who want to have a say in how 
utilities and energy developments are managed in this 
province. 

Among other things, Bill 46 will. 

■ Allow the Public Utilities Commission to approve 
new transmission lines without considering “present 
and future public convenience and need." (section 
96(14)(c)(ii)|; 

• Give the Alberta Utilities Commission the power to 
make orders and issue decisions without giving public 
notice or holding public hearings (section 9(1)); 

• Give the Alberta Utilities Commission the power to 
prevent landowners and consumers from making ver¬ 
bal representations to the Commission (section 9(4)); 

Limit the time period in which Albertans can 
appeal a decision or order made by the Alberta 
Utilities Commission to 30 days (section 29(2)); 

• Restrict the ability of landowners to hire outside 
legal counsel when intervening in regulatory hearings 
(section 9(4)). 

In a nutshell, this means that if the government pro¬ 
poses to erect power lines or other utilities on your 
land or nearby land that could affect your property, 
farm, business or home, your options to let the gov¬ 
ernment understand your feelings on the issue will be 
severely hampered. 

Legal experts, consumer protection groups and 
landowners have all expressed major concerns about 
the direction in which Minister of Energy Mel Knight 
is trying to lead Albertans. If the Premier wants to 
restore public confidence in the regulatory process, 
the first step is replacing the Minister of Energy. 

Bill 46 is an antidemocratic measure that if passed 
into law will severely hamper the ability of Albertans 
who have any concerns or even constructive sugges¬ 
tions regarding proposed utility construction to 
express their side of the story to government. 
Landowners, environmentalists, recreational users of 
Alberta’s landscape - all these voices will be muffled 
by Bill 46 should it be passed into law. 

Legislation like this helps the government cover up 
mistakes and prevents Albertans from participating in 
crucial discussions that affect tens of thousands of 
people. Write the Premier and your MLA to let them 
know that an open, accountable government would 
never pass Bill 46.

Liberals living in the past

Most citizens - Mr. and Ms. 
Ordinary Voter - don’t ask for much 
from politicians. 

I’m not talking here about govern¬ 
ments. We now expect plenty from 
them. But governments are perma¬ 
nent bureaucratic institutions. We 
don’t choose them. We choose 
politicians, who are there (so we 
are told) to run the government, 
and in small ways actually do. 

So what do we expect from politi¬ 
cians? 

All decent people have ever asked 
from their rulers - Persian satraps, 
African chieftains or ministers of 
housing - are two virtues: justice 
and mercy. 

Today we would say “fairness and 
compassion." Same thing. 

As voters in an impersonal and 
often bewildering society, we rely 
on politicians to ensure that the 
government treats us fairly and 
sympathetically. To do this, we seek 
politicians who genuinely care 
about ordinary human beings more 
than abstract ideologies and sys¬ 
tems. 

This may seem obvious, but it 
helps explain why the federal 
Liberals are in trouble. 

In the cause of “progressivism” 
the Liberals want the Harper gov¬ 
ernment to rescue cold-blooded 
Canadian murderer Ronald Smith 
from well-deserved execution in 
Montana, and they want gentle, 
Canadian-style treatment for the 


Taliban murderers our soldiers cap¬ 
ture and hand over to the Afghan 
government. 

The Harper government is not 
interested in pursuing either cause. 
Instead it is trying to get Canadian 
citizen Michael Kapoustin out of 
what appears to be a blatantly 
unjust 17-year fraud sentence in 
dismal Bulgaria - a case the 
Liberals ignored for years. 

So whose sense of justice and 
compassion will Canadians 
approve of, the Liberals’ or the 
Conservatives’? 

While the Conservatives condemn 
China’s grotesque human and civil 
rights abuses, Liberals side with the 
terrorist Tamil Tigers and march in 
Montreal with the terrorist Hamas. 

The effect is starting to show up 
in the polls. 

In the past, Liberals have success¬ 
fully portrayed Conservatives as 
clinging to a cold, dark love of 
bygone privilege at the expense of a 
bright, progressive, egalitarian 
future. 

This international cliche has com¬ 
plex origins, going back in Canada 
to when the Conservatives champi¬ 
oned British imperialism and big 
business, against the “sunny ways” 
of Wilfrid Laurier and the Canadian 
populism of the Mackenzie King 
Liberals. 

That’s why most people naturally 
assume Conservatives are harsh 
and backward-looking, and Liberals 
merciful and forward-looking. 

Harper’s great task is to change 


this assumption, in a way that his 
two “Progressive” Conservative 
predecessors, Diefenbaker and 
Mulroney, never could. 

It becomes increasingly evident, 
at least to me, that Harper is 
approaching the “fairness and com¬ 
passion” conundrum cautiously, 
and at a deep level - in fact at a 
constitutional level never tried 
before. 

In one of the few areas still undis- 
putedly federal - foreign policy - he 
is a classic Anglo-American conser¬ 
vative, a position most Canadians 
admire because it bespeaks justice, 
mercy and courage. 

His domestic policy must be more 
subtle. 

While playing the federal political 
game mostly according to the 
established rules, Harper is keeping 
his eye fixed on changing the rules 
in three ways: clarifying what he 
calls the “roles and responsibilities" 
of Ottawa and the provinces; 
restricting Ottawa’s right to intrude 
in matters that are constitutionally 
provincial (especially social pro¬ 
grams); and reforming the Senate, 
an absolutely vital institution in any 
fair federal system. 

In short, Harper sees that “justice 
and mercy” come from political 
accountability, which comes in turn 
from clear constitutional responsi¬ 
bility. 

But because so few Canadians 
can connect these things, he is 
patient in going about it.

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Westglen 
celebrates 
20 years 

Teachers reflect on two 
decades of learning

Like any anniversary, milestones in particular, cele¬ 
bration inspires memories. 

Last week, Westglen School recognized two decades 
since chalk first touched the blackboards at a middle 
school in Didsbury. 

And while 20 years may not be considered old com¬ 
pared to other schools in neighbouring municipalities 
that are blowing out the candles on their fifty year 
anniversary, a list of former and many present 
Didsbury residents have reason to fondly remember 
the early, grassroots days of a community pillar. 

Once the middle school was approved, staff at both 
Ross Ford school and the Didsbury High School were 
approached regarding their interest in helping launch 
Westglen School. 

"We had a wonderful administrator at the time,” said 
Sharon Israelson, a founding Westglen teacher, on the 
school’s original principal Robert Irvine. 

"He was an energetic man and a wonderful educa¬ 
tional leader. He got us enthused about the philosophy 
of the middle school and we went en masse to a cou¬ 
ple of middle school conferences in Saskatoon. As a 
result, we had a common purpose.” 

Israelson, who worked full-time as a French and lan¬ 
guage arts teacher, and now continues with Westglen 
as a substitute educator, fondly recalls ski trips, 
including one that saw 187 students take to the hills. 

“One of the things we tried to do at Westglen was 
expose students to opportunities and experiences that 
they wouldn’t have normally had.” 

Wayne Green, the school’s original vice-principal 
says it was a neat experience to help build a school. 

“Setting up some of the traditions that still exist at 
the school, like picking team names and team colours 
that are still ongoing," he said. 

The students submitted possible team names, which 
were shortlisted prior to voting on the Wildcats handle 
they still carry today. 

Another tradition Green watched grow was the annu¬ 
al Christmas feast. 

Just before Christmas the school provides a hot 


turkey meal for students at the school - since growing 
to include substitute teachers, bus drivers and office 
personnel. 

Initially the school was supposed to open at the start 
of September, but due to delays was put off until the 
end of the month. 

During that time, students were housed in Ross 
Ford, the Didsbury High School, and the structure now 
known as the museum. 

“It was a little bit hard to get everyone together,” said 
Green. 

“Everyone was going their separate ways. (Irvine) 
and I had our bikes and we would go back and forth 
between the schools, visiting the teachers on bicycles. 

Luckily, we had weather similar to this year’s weath¬ 
er." 

Because the school didn’t have an inside gymnasium, 
students spent all of September and most of October 
taking their Physical Education classes outside. 

At the time there was a portable building just west of 
the high school, which was used as Westglen’s school 
office for September. 

Pam Whitlow, Brian McCargar and Connie Visser are 
the only teaching staff members that started and 


remain with the school. 

When Visser looks back on her time with Westglen, 
she remembers the early days. 

Days that were drastically different from starting a 
new teaching job with an established school. 

“We started from scratch,” she said. 

“Our desks were new. Everything needed to be set 
up, opened, and out together. And it was just us - just 
the staff that did it. 

It wasn’t like moving from an old school to a new 
one, where you take your filing cabinets that are full of 
stuff. Everything was brand new.” 

Present Westglen principal Jeff Thompson says he 
was amazed at the talent and dedication of the staff 
when he first joined its roster as a Grade 5 homeroom 
teacher in 1998. 

“I can honestly say that although some of the faces 
are new today, that talent and dedication is as strong 
as ever,” he said. 

“I have had the fortunate opportunity to work with 
wonderful children over the last nine years and that is 
definitely a positive reflection of the community we 
serve. I have also had the opportunity to work with 
some of the best educators in the business.” 



What Alberta landowners need to know about

• Anyone directly affected must be notified and will have a say, 
if they choose. 

• Those individuals will have access to funding to help cover their 
costs, including legal counsel if they choose. 

• Even if one directly affected person requests a hearing, a hearing 
must be held. 

• Those not directly affected can apply to participate in hearings. 

• Public interest, social and economic issues, and the impact on the 
environment must be considered for every project. 

• Changes already made will help ensure Albertans receive fair 
and increased compensation for electricity towers on their land.

Kiseyinewakup released on bail

said Kiseyinewakup has more than 60 
convictions on his criminal record, 
including a number of failures to comply 
with conditions set out by the court, fail¬ 
ure to attend court and being unlawfully 
at large. 

"I submit that he will reoffend and these 
are very serious charges he's facing," said 
Simpson. 

While Judge Judith Shriar agreed the 
accused's record is "horrible," she said 
these new charges might not appropriate¬ 
ly reflect the crime. 

"I get the sense that there is some over¬ 
charging here," she said. "I'm not faulting 
the police. I'm just trying to look at the 
whole picture." 

She released Kiseyinewakup on $1,000 
cash bail. Terms of the release include 
that he reside with Bernard Hosey on his 
farm west of Didsbury, or where approved 
in writing by the supervisor of release. 

He must also adhere to a curfew from 8 
p.m. to 7 a.m., abstain from the consump¬ 
tion of alcohol and non-prescription drugs 
and is prohibited from possessing any 
weapons. 

Kiseyinewakup will return to Didsbury 
court on Jan. 7 to enter a plea to the rob¬ 
bery charges. 


Didsbury Midget Ramblers 


A 32-year-old man who robbed three 
people in Olds with a BB gun has been 
released from custody. 

Daniel Curtis Kiseyinewakup was 
released from the Didsbury Provincial 
courthouse Monday on $1,000 cash bail 
and will live on a farm near Didsbury until 
his next court appearance on the charges. 

On Sept. 28, two males were leaving the 
Olds Credit Union after using the ATM 
when they were approached by a male 
with what looked like a handgun.

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Non-event to 
benefit library

We’re all familiar with ihe fundraising galas that 
require tracking down uncomfortable formal wear, try¬ 
ing to find a parking space, and pretending to like the 
unusual entree. 

Friends of the Didsbury Municipal Library, a group 
formed with the purpose of promoting and raising 
money for the library, isn’t particularly fond of those 
types of fundraisers. 

This year, they’ve come up with a way for area 
library-users to support their love for reading without 
cancelling their Saturday night plans. 

The Friends of the Didsbury Library non-event - 
that’s right, nothing’s happening, are welcoming dona¬ 
tions until Nov. 31. 

Libraries receive funding for the population of the 
town in which they exist. 

However, the service area is a different story. 

"The population that we actually service is 6,000,’’ 
said Friends of the Didsbury Library board member 
Kim Penwarden. 

“The province needs to step up, but we are trying to 
raise some of our own money.” 

Last year, the library was visited 45,092 times, and 
had 50,367 items borrowed. 

Donations to the library would go towards programs 
and books for young children, activities for teens, out¬ 
reach services to long-term care residents, travelling 
library with Seniors Support Group, CNIB D.A.I.S.Y. 
Books for the visually challenged, CDs, DVDs, among 
others. 

Their wish list includes more space, updated shelves 
- upgrading from the 25-plus year old shelves they 
have now. 

“We want to give the library, because they know how 
to use it best,” said Penwarden. 

Emceeing the non-event are Jason and Sheldon 
Valleau of the Didsbury area band, the Polyjesters. 

The non-event will include a number of door prizes 
that people qualify for a chance to win, upon donating. 

Among them is a hand painted china plate by 
Didsbury artist Joyce Mullen. 

Last year’s fundraiser netted the library approxi¬ 
mately $1,000, but organizers feels this year’s endeavor 
can do much better.
